More Lime Than Applied 


Ohio needs fi^e million tons of lime 


Ftone anMiilly to np-.ate what is lost 
by soil acids, leaching and tile drain- 
age, and cropping, according to soil 
specialists of the Ohio State univer- 
sity. Thus far, less than 200,000 tons 
have ever been used on Ohio soils in 
one year. Drainage removes from 200 
to 800 pounds per acre, each year. 
Four tons of 
alfalfa 
removes 390 


pounds; three tons of red clover, 230 
pounds,; two tons of soy beans, 180 
pounds; 
two tons of alsike, 100 


pounds; 
75 bushels of corn 
and

While tile drr.ir.age removes lime- 


stone, tho soil specialists do not sug- 
gest eliminating drainage, as its bene- 
fits are greater than the loss that it
